of  the 

A  L  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


February  22nd.  1910. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Parish  of  St.  Just  is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
Mcrvah,  on  the  south  by  St.  Buryan  and  Sennen,  on  the  east  by 
Sancreed,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  The  surface 
is  undulating,  with  three  valleys,  through  each  of  which  flows 
a  stream.  There  is  a  series  of  villages  and  hamlets,  together 
with  the  town  of  St.  Just. 

Tlie  chief  industries  are  tin  and  copper  mining,  and  farming. 
Mining  still  continues  to  be  the  leading:  industry,  and  gives 
employment  to  the  majority  of  the  male  population.  The  price 
of  tin  still  continues  good,  and  a  new  mine  has  been  success¬ 
fully  launched  in  'the  south  of  the  Parish.  Tin-streaming  is 
still  carried  on,  and  fair  returns  are  made.  Dairy  farming 
continues  in  a  healthy  condition. 


New  Houses.  Three  new  houses  have  been  completed 
during  the  year,  and  a.re  now  occupied.  1  have  no  complaint  to 
make  with  regard  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  inhabited  houses  in 
the  district,  and  I  have  always  found  any  suggestions  made  by 


me  have  been  carried  cut  by  the  people. 

Water .  During  the  past  summer  the  water  supply  has 
been  very  limited,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  you  will  carry 
cut  supplies  for  St.  Just,  Truthwall,  BotallacK  and  Higher 
Bcscaswell  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  as  I  consider  this 
to  be  the  most  pressing  and  vital  question  you  are  called  6n  tc 


deal  with. 


Sewage  .  A  systematic  drainage  cannot  "be  inaugurated 

until  a  water  supply  is  in  fence,  which  further  points  cut  the

date-  The  drainage  of  Botallack,  Boscaswell  and  Kelynack 
carried  out  by  you  during  the  year  has  been  a  great  benefit.

Milk  Supply.  The  supply  of  milk  is  sufficient,  and 
the  quality  is  very  good.  The  milk  is  delivered  direct  from 
the  farms  to  the  consumers:  no  shops  exist  for  the  sale  of  milk. 
The  dairies  and  cowsheds  are  not  registered;  I  urgently  recommend 
your  doing  sc . 

Meat  Supply.  The  meat  sold  in  your  district  is  very 
good.  Slaughter  houses  are  registered,  kept  clean,  and  well- 
ventilated,  and  no  trouble  has  been  given  your  Council  as  they 

are  most  efficient .  I  have  seen  no  meat  exposed  for  sale  which 
was  not  cf  good  quality. 

Pollution  of  Rivers.  The  south  sewer  empties  into 
Bosorne  valley,  and  is  offensive  at  times,  and  will  require  your 
urgent  attention. 

Removal  of  Excreta.  The  closet  pits  are  kept  clean, 
and  the  sanitary  cart  is  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  The 
scavenging  by  your  employees  is  efficiently  carried  out. 

common  Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  in  the  district. 

Bakehouses .  The  bakehouses  still  remain  unregistered 
I  would  again  recommend  your  having  them  registered.  They  are 


kept  clean. 

Vaccination ♦  This  has  been  thoroughly  carried  cut 
where  exemption  has  not  been  applied  for. 

Disinfectants .  A  good  supply  is  kept,  and  is  at  the 
disposal  of  any  one  needing  it.  No  disinfecting  apparatus  is 


used. 


Factories  and  Workshops.  This  Act  is  thoroughly 
carried  out  in  the  district. 

Visitation.  I  have  made  house-to-house  visits,  and 


isolated  visits 


in  various  parts  cf  the  district. 
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General  Remarks  -  I  regret  to  state  that  during  the 

year  the  district  was  over-run  with  a  series  cf  epidemics,  which 
has  greatly  increased  the  death  rate.  Early  in  the  year 

Pneumonia  was  very  prevalent.  No  less  than  75  cases  occurred, 

and  I  have  good  reason,  from  personal  observation,  to  regard  it 

as  highly  infectious  and  very  fatal.  This  was  followed  by 

epidemic  of  Whooping-cough,  Measles  and  Influenza,  so  that 

during  the  first  nine  months  the  district  was  not  free  of  an 

epidemic . 

Statistics .  During  the  year  1909  there  vrere  160 
births  registered,  81  males  and  79  females  (14  less  than  last 
year)  giving  a  birth  rate  of  28.53  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
121  deaths  were  registered,  61  males  and  SO  females  (an  increase 
of  54  compared  with  the  previous  year)  giving  a  death  rate  of 
21.43  per  thousand  of  the  population.  There  is  a  natural  increase 
cf  39  as  compared  with  87  of  the  previous  year. 

There  were  26  deaths  under  one  year,  an  increase  of 
15  on  the  previous  year,  pse mature  births  accounting  for  10. 

There  were  4  deaths  between  1  &  5  years,  4  between  5  &  15  years, 

7  between  15  &  25  years  (5  of  which  were  Phthisis)  48  between 
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
